NECESSITY FOR. VETECTIVES. ‘

One-of the great requirements of-our local

and that our Authorities so little understand 
qnestions of this nature. Wa do not, io 
saying this, wish to ignore the services of the 
ReereTRaR-Gen spat, orto deny that, though 
in some instances he may be guilty of seriond 
errors in many maiters ho is of use to the Co- 
lony, and is always active and energetic—his 
fault lying rather in the direction of doing too 
wuch rather than too little. But the prasent 
arrangements are complotely defective in 
principle; und if we cannot at all times exon- 
erate the RecistRaR-Gex zea from indiscre- 
tion, it is impossible to ignore that: in a vast 
number, perhaps even tho majority of in- 
stanced, the system is more to blame than 
the man. Sir Rictarp MacDonnet, sbrewd 
and far-sighted as he was, knew little or no- 
thing of the ways of the Chinese, or he would 
never have committed the~fatal error of con- 
centrating the whole Government of the na« 
tive population in a single Department, and 
placing over it gentlemen of comparatively 
limited experience, atall ovents in the épecial 
direction in which experience was required. 
By this meaus the Chinese may be kept out 
of sight, but they will never he governed; 
, and if we do not govorn them, the door will 
be ab once thrown open to the strongest in- 
fluence beiug exerted upon-them by the Au- 
thorities on the mainland, and one: special 
direction in which this influence wil] be 
brought to bear will bey. we may. be quite 
certain, that of obtaining money out of the 
trade of theport. If, therefore, we -wish to 
put an end to squeszing in Hongkong, the 
system of government generally, but especially 
that of the native community, must be jm- 
proved.

After 
the death of She-Hwang-ti northern China he 
came the ecene of oivil war, daring which Jen 
Neao’s successor, (h’ao T's, proctained himself 
an indspendent sovercign, BO, 206, During 
his lengthaned reign, tv B.C..137, the newly 
estublished Han dynasty were content with a 
nominal acknowledgement of their suzeraint 
whieh they induced him to give; but when bit 
grandson succeeded him, they raiand their de- 
mands to sugh an intolerable piteh that war 
was declared and the southern belt of China to 
the sen was finally incorporated with the Em- 
pire, a : : 

Up to: this time Hainan was known only by 
vague report from the occupants of the penia 
sulu of Sea-wen which jute oat from the south 
of the Ohina facing the north of Hainac. But 
when the armies of the Emperor Wu Ti had, 
ia B.C, 110, completed the subjugation of 
Nanhai, o detachment of them passed over frow 
Seu-wen peninsula and *' annexed ” that island, 
which they proceeded todivideinto nine districts, 
‘Phe , island was then inhabited by savage 
aborigines calling themsalves, then as now, Li, 
who dwelt in the dense forests that covered the 
island. ‘A carious legond traces their origin to 
a sorpent’s egg, which heing struck by lightning 
produced s woman: The ancient names of thy 
two main divisions of the islindindionte tho 
then existence of one paramount .chief of the 
native tribes, and of a pearl-fishery on thu 
north coast which continued produntive till the 
1éth century.

Tha name 
Kiung-chow, by which the faland is now offi- 
cially known, first came into usa in the 7h 
century. The name Hainan como into uscir 
Goringzion with the Mongot gonquest in 1278, 
when the island was mede part of acatrapy 
under Kublai named Hai-peb, Hai-nan Tao— 
that is the intendabtsbip North of the Bea 
{straits} and South of the Sea. The Chinese 
sovercigne in order toward off the attacks of 
the Sheng-Li, deported to Hainan successive 
detachments of mountaineers from the mout- 
tainous districts of Kwang-si, Kweichow, &., 
who being: settled between the const and the 
modntiins were intended ty eel've ng a protec.

It ig to ba presamed that by this he merely 
means those words which have’ been adopted 
into theBnglish by Americans for their own pur- 
poses, for in reality these amount to very few, 
und could bespured, He asseris that the Aweri- 
euns obtained their langnage by a procesa ex- 
actly the same aa that which gave the Rnglish 
theirs: that is to say, the ground-work of tbe 
tongue was brought to England by certain en- 
terprising filibuster, ‘aud large importations 
have been made from other linguages. The 
writer forgeta that tho Bnglish language was 
long in forming, and that it was forced upon 
the people hy auecessive conquering raves, who 
left their own marks on it, Oeltic, Roman, 
Sazon, Dane, and Norman ; 80 that it is a com. 
pound of all these, with Greek;—Pronch, and a 
fow words from other lunguages superadded. 
Now, the so-called “ American language” ia alt 
thie, but it ia a conquering and absorbing one; 
it hus nearly exterminated the Indian” dulevts, 
und is obliterating by absorbtion all the lan- 
guages of the immigrants, It ie, however, true 
that, in many’ parts of this country, there are 
many words daily used which are unintelligible 
to a large number of Englishmen. Such are
